CANADIAN BEEF AND PORK WILL BE PUT UNDER EXPORT CONTROL FOR

THEREFROM, FRESH, CHILLED OR FROZEN. (ALL DESTINATIONS, 

INCLUDING THE UNITED STATES).

IN ORDER TO ASSIST IN MAINTAINING TRADITIONAL EXPORTS, THE 
MINISTER ISSUED GENERAL EXPORT PERMITS NOS. EX. 9 AND EX. 10. 

QUOTE 

GENERAL EXPORT PERMIT NO. EX. 9 PROVIDES THAT ANY PERSON MAY, 
UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THIS GENERAL EXPORT PERMIT, EXPORT FROM 
CANADA TO ANY COUNTRY, EXCEPT RHODESIA: 

(A) ANY GOODS DESCRIBED IN ITEM 1019 OF THE EXPORT CONTROL 
LIST EXCEPT CANADA GRADES A AND B CARCASSES OF STEERS AND 
HEIFERS AND SIDES, QUARTERS, CUTS AND BONELESS BEEF THEREFROM 
AND UNGRADED BEEF OF LIKE QUALITY; AND 

(B) ANY GOODS DESCRIBED IN ITEM 1019 OF THE EXPORT CONTROL 
LIST FOR THE PERSONAL USE OF THE EXPORTER AND HIS HOUSEHOLD, 
WHICH GOODS SHALL NOT EXCEED TEN POUNDS IN WEIGHT FOR EACH 
EXPORTATION.

GENERAL EXPORT PERMIT NO. EX. 10 PROVIDES THAT ANY PERSON 
MAY, UNDER THE AUTHORITY OF THIS GENERAL EXPORT PERMIT, 

EXPORT FROM CANADA TO ANY COUNTRY, EXCEPT RHODESIA, ANY 
GOODS DESCRIBED IN ITEM 1029 (PORK PRODUCTS) OF THE EXPORT 
CONTROL LIST FOR THE PERSONAL USE OF THE EXPORTER AND HIS 
HOSEHOLD, WHICH GOODS SHALL NOT EXCEED TEN POUNDS IN WEIGHT 
FOR EACH EXPORTATION.

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IN CASES WHERE INDIVIDUAL EXPORT PERMITS ARE REQUIRED FOR 
SHIPMENTS OF GOODS WHICH ARE BEING PLACED UNDER CONTROL TODAY 
AND ARE IN THE PROCESS OF BEING LOADED FOR EXPORT OR ARE IN 
TRANSIT TO AN EXPORT PORT, PERMITS WILL BE ISSUED PROVIDED 
SATISFACTORY EVIDENCE IS GIVEN THAT CONTRACTS WERE IN 
EXISTENCE BEFORE AUGUST 13.
